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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement submitted on March 6, 2002 was received. The 
submission is in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1.97. Accordingly the information 
disclosure statement is being considered by the examiner. 

2. The Examiner respectfully asks Applicants to review the fourth item listed on the IDS, 
which is listed as US Patent 4,825,546, with a Publication date of 04/89 and was issued to 
Rosenberg. The Examiner believes that there is a typographical error. The Examiner believes 
that the Patent number should be 4,825,456. The Examiner will note this publication in the 
Examiner's 892 form. If the Examiner's conclusion is wrong, the Examiner respectfully asks 
Applicant to correct the typographical error since US Patent 4,825,546 was not issued to 
Rosenberg. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 86-93 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. 

Regarding claim 86: 
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considering: "receiving a network message originated on a first communications 
network, said message received at an interconnection point between the first communications 
network and a second wireless communications network including a plurality of mobile stations, 
said message including a primary address for the network message comprising an address within 
the first network for the interconnection point and further including a secondary address for the 
network message comprising an address within the second wireless network for a certain one of 
the mobile stations;" 

It is not clear from Applicant's specification how the message including a primary 
address (destination processor of fig. 1 1 of Applicants' disclosure) for the network message 
comprising an address within the first network for the interconnection point. It does not appear 
that the message includes an address that indicates the address of the interconnection point. It is 
further not clear on what Applicant is considering to be each element as outlined in the claims. 

considering: "converting the received network message for transmission as a message 
over the second communications network, the step of converting including the step of identifying 
a destination mobile stations of the second network for delivery of the message comprising the 
converted network message from the included secondary address;" 

It is not clear how Applicant's disclosure supports "converting". A review of the 
specification appears to not disclose how to convert the received network message to a message 
that can be transmitted over the second communication network. It appears that no conversion is 
needed since the first and the second network of Applicant's disclosure both operate under the e- 
mail protocol. 
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Regarding claims 87-93, since the claims similarly recite the "converting" limitation as 
well as other similar limitation, the claims are rejected for substantially the same reasons as set 
forth above. 

If Applicant is to maintain that their original disclosure fully supports the claims, the 
Examiner respectfully asks Applicant to fully explain the "converting" language as well as fully 
state where each limitation as argued above is supported by citing specific page and line number 
citations for each limitation in all claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 

basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

6. Claims 86-94 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Shaffer et al. 
US Patent 5,946,629. 

Since it appears that Applicant's claims recite substantial new matter in regards to 
"converting" event, triggers and other limitations as noted above, then the effective date for 
priority is the date of this instant Application. 

Thus claims 86-93 are anticipated by Sawyer from which Applicant has substantially 
copied the claims. See claims 16,19-21,24 and 25.
